The cited prior art does not fairly suggest the claimed invention of performing an impact 
analysis of program statements in at least one source code file. Specifically, claims 1,9, 17, 25, 
33 and 41 are directed to generating data structure, processing data structure which directly or 
indirectly affected by the program statement, generating results metadata indicating the affect of 
changes to selected program and enabling editing of the selected program statement. Therefore, 
the claimed invention improves the time spent tracking the source of the error to another 
application, and then to a particular code change in the external application and assist developers 
in understanding the inL5)act of modifications to a source code file.
